tests, A fairly broad area of agree- 
ment has quietly -been reached on 
this vital topic, and both the United 
States and Russia have indicated 
that they are prepared to concede a 
little in the matter of test inspec- 
tions in order to achieve some work- 
able compromise. 

The peoples of the world are 
watching developments with obvious 
concern. Quite apart from the wider 
issue of nuclear disarmament is the 
fear that continued nuclear tests 
can lead to eventual pollution of the 
atmosphere and sutface of the earth 
with lethal radioactivity. 

Adjournment of the iast talks in 
December found tentative agree- 
ment .on a number of. previously 
deadlocked issues. These include 
methods of detecting test explosions, 
the composition of inspection teams, 
the. freedom of inspectors ta move 
about a country, and a temporary 
ban on underground tests involving 
less than the equivalent of 19 kilo- 
tons of TNT. 

In resuming the talks carried on 
by the previous administration, Mr. 
Kennedy is believed ready to offer 
to reduce the American demand for 
20 inspection visits a year in Russla, 
This may now be reduced to 17. 
Russia, on the other hand, had 
insisted that three visits should be 
the maximum. This, according to 
reports, may be subject to upward 
revision, with perhaps a dozen as 
the eventual Soviet figure.

tablet’. This.is a mental 
disease, 
Quite— a fegr persons, 


usually under 40, suffer 
from a spasm either in 
the gullet or at the cardia the valve where 
the gullet joins the stomach, These spasms 
can be seen with the help of the xray, I 
find that many persons with such spasm 
seem to have inherited a tense nervoiis svs 
tem. from highly nervous ancestors Some 
of the patients have to have.an expert dilate 
the cardia with a special instrument. Then 
they can swallow again. 

If I needed such treatment I would go 
to a big institution like the Mayo Cltnic 
where I would find men who specialize in 
this work and hence ¢an do it safely and 
expertly. Sometimes the §pasm is so marked 
that the patient. has to begin by swallowing 
@ fength of strong silk thread: Curiously, 
this finds its way through the tightly-closed 
valve. Later, the expert threads his dilator 
over the silk.thread, and in this way slips 
it down through the obstructed place with. 
out poking it into the sutrounding tissues,

easily must hurry to an x-ray man who usu. 
ally can teli quickly whether the difficulty 
is due to spasm or to the presence of a 
cancer, ‘ 
The cancer can be inthe esophagus i 
let} or at the cardia or in the upper part of, 
the stomach. Unfortunately, the results of 
Operation in these cases are often poor—. 
the patient went to the Surgeon too late. 
When-a cancer at-the-cardia_is interfering 
much with swallowing, an expert can give 
great relief by using the dilator. 

In rare cases a man who has had a little 
stroke for a time will have great difficuity 
in swallowing. I remember also men with 
& cancer at the base of the tongue who could 
not swallow and had to take their food 
through a stomach tube. 

Another somewhat unusual cause of dif. 
ficult swallowing is a diverticulum or out- 
Pouching of the gullet. When the pouch 
gets big, it fills with food and then presses 
on the gullet—perhaps hard enough to ob-

Down through the centuries they have demonstrated a 
proud and positive talent for reticence. In recent years, 
however, they have evinced a willingness to talk about their 
nation—and they are doing so surpassingly well. 

A few. weeks ago they sent us a magazine called 
“Viewpoint,” elegantly written and illustrated and as far re- 
moved {rom propaganda as it is possible to imagine, Now, 
for the’ twelfth year in a row, they have published a fact 
book called “Britain, An Official Handbook,” which conveys 
a fascinating picture of the manners and mores of our 
cousins across the seas.

That a quarter of all homes have a caged bird, slightly 
over a fifth have a cat, and slightly under a fifth a dog;

The appearance in town today of Mr. R. McC. 
Samples, DSO, head of the United Kingddm informa-_ 
“tion” service in Canada, reminds us of a strange but 
little-recognized faet: in addition to all thair other 
virtues, the British’ are expert salesmen. 


Down through the centuries they have demonstrated -a 
protid and positive talent for reticence. In recent years, 
however, they have evinced a willingness to talk about their 
natlon—and they are doing so surpassingly well. 

A few weeks ago they sent us.a magazine called 
“Viewpoint,”. elegantly written-and iNustrated-and-as-far-re- 
moved from propaganda as it is possible to imagine. Now, 
for the twelfth vear in a row, they have published a fact 
book called “Britain, An Official Handbook,” which conveys 
a fascinating picture of the manners and mores of our 
cousins across the seas 

A random Sampling of this invaluable reference work 
reveals among other things: 

That a quarter of all homes have a caged bird, slightly 
over a fifth have a cat, and slightly under a fifth a dog; 
there are probably some. four million dogs in Britain, over 
six million cats, and eight or nine million pet birds, mainly 
budgerigars i 

Britons smoke only three million cigars a year. Twelve 
per cent of those who smoke cfgarets prefer filter-tips, 

About five million persons go gancing every week. 

Nineteen million Britons garden in their spare time. 

There are 8500 Women's Institutes in England and 
Wales, which means tat. someone is doing an awful lot of 
after-luncheon speaking. z(
